For  S2.50  you  have  all 
you  can  eat  of  chowder,  sea 
pilot  crackers,  pickles,  coffee, 
tea  and  cake. 

There  are  two  annual  sup- 
pers. the  Harvest  supper  in 
the  Fall  and  the  Election 
supper  each  Spring.  The  Har- 
vest includes  an  auction  of 
handmade  corn  husk  dolls, 
fudge,  cookies,  breads  and 
preserves.  You  may  find  your- 
self returning  home  with  the 
table  decorations.  All  the  food 
you  can  eat  for  S3. 50  includes 
ham,  potatoes,  beets,  green 
beans,  coleslaw,  rolls,  butter, 
coffee,  tea.  gingerbread  and 
whipped  cream. 

The  Election  Supper,  now  in 
the  planning  stage,  invites 
local  candidates  for  town  of- 
fices of  selectmen.  & planning 
board,  to  chat  with  their 
friends  and  neighbors  in  an 
informal  setting.
